England and Wales. — The deaths registered in 95 great towns cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 11.6 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 17,639,816. 

— The deaths registered in 22 principal town districts cor- 
respond to an annual rate of 15.7 per 1,000 of the population, which 
is estimated at 1,157,014. 
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Scotland. — The deaths registered, in 18 principal towns correspond 
to an annual rate of 14.5 per 1,000 of the population, which is esti- 
mated at 2,182,400. The lowest rate was recorded at Clydebank, viz, 
6.5, and the highest at Dundee, viz, 26.5, per 1,000.
